those interested

the 
important 
work of land reclamation to take ac­ 
tion as quickly as possible towards 
securing a la**ge representation from 
Missouri and other states, 
special 
Agent Nolen took an active part in 
organizing the dranage congress at 
Chicago last month and officiated as 
secretary of the meeting and wa3 
elected a member of the executive 
committee from Missouri. 
According 
to the constitution of 
the 
National 
Drainage congress, Missouri wiil be 
entitled to a large representation at 
the New Orleans meeting. 
“The National Dranage congress,” 
says Mr. Nolen, “is fraught with as 
great, if not greater, possibilities than 
any other organization in this coun« 
try. 
It has for its purpose the recla­ 
mation of 75,000.000 acres of the i ich- 
e&t land in *be world. 
Missouri re­ 
ceived from the federal government, 
by the swamp land acts of 1849-50 
about 
4,400,000 
acres, 
of 
which 
amount between 000.000 and <€0,000 
acres have been drained. leaving some 
3,750,000 acres yet to be drained and 
leveled. Where existed ten years ago 
in Missouri and other states, swamps 
covering thousands of acres, are nox 
being grown sufficient produces on 
every two acres to feed three people. 
Forty bushels of wheat, seventy-five 
bushels of com, five tons of alfalfa, 
two bales—and sometimes more—of 
cotton are being gathered from land 
drained at a cost not exceeding an 
average of $1 per acre. 
‘ Dne of the chief aims of the Xa- 


! this bureau *o make surveys of the 
submerged territory, outline plans for 
draining the land and co-operate with 
the various spates in carrying out a 
complete and comprehensive plan for 
| national drainage. 
There are many 
| reasons why we should have federal 
supervision of the reclamation work 
of this character, chief among thtm

“The fede»a‘ government, already 
I having spent many million collars 
for levee construction along the va­ 
rious navigable streams, where a rain-1 
age and levee districts are to be es- ■ 
tablished. will posses immense prop-;

“There are many hundred thousands j 
; of acres of land yet not homesteaded j 
and much covered by shallow lakes j 
that will be drained by the systems of 
reclamation; all of this land will be 
in demand and can be sold by the gov- :
